Hogmanay in the Barracks. & ‘The Quadrantids, 
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A Change in Venue. 


This year, I notice, the various travel 
agencies are not displaying outside their 
premises highly-coloured pictorial invita- 
tions to Grindelwald, Pontresina and the 
Grisons, and seem to content themselves 
with tactful and rather subdued references 
to Scandinavia and Germany. This is, of 
course, the result of the low rate of 
exchange offered for the pound at’ present 
in Switzerland, where the usual winter 
sports resorts are almost untenanted by 
Irish, English, Scots or Welsh visitors 
during the present season. Another 
example was afforded by pictures pub- 
lished in the illustrated Press some weeks 
before Christmas of the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge ski-ing teams embarking for the 
Canadian winter sports centre, Sainte 
Marguerite, in Montreal, where the annual 
inter-University contest will be staged this 
year, and not at Murren, as is usual. 

‘Scotland, too, I am told, is trying to 
attract those*fortunate people who usually 
throng the Geneva-bound expresses at this 
time of the year.. The British Winter 
Sports Association has been active for 
some weeks past in making arrangements 
for members to visit the chief sport centres 
in Scotland at special rates. ‘‘ Snow con- 
ditions ” are expected daily, and circum- 
stances favourable to ski-ing are antict- 
pated early in January, while the ice will 
shortly be in good condition for skating 
and curling. Such centres as Aviemore, 
Braemar—a village at the altitude of 1,000 
feet above the sea—Kenmore and Pit- 
lochry are already crowded. 


Unbreakable. 


Quite recently I remarked on some 
furniture—apparently made of walnut 
wood—which had a particularly fine finish. 
(he owner smiled at my remark, and 
asked me what I thought the wood was. 
I said: “ Walnut, of course.” “ Would 
you be surprised to know,” said he,,*‘ that 
it 168 made of steel? ” I was, indeed, much 
surprised. 

It looked very well, and I ari told that 
it will wear even better than it looks. As 
a matter of fact, I am told that it will 
Jast for ever; for it is unbreakable, fire- 

roof, and proof against the ravages of 
ynsects. It was the last-mentioned fact 
which brought this type of furniture into 
existence. In tropical countries ordinary 
wooden furniture does not last long under 
the ravages of ants. Steel furniture was 
invented first for office there, 
later for ordinary honseholds. Since it can 
be made: to resemble any kind of wood 
exactly, all tastes are gratified. I saw 
Bome remarkable sideboards, which even 
a very close inspection would not reveal 
to be other than mahogany. The fur- 
miture is quite light to handle, since 
only light steel is used, and tubes 
take the place of solid bars wherever 
possible. 


Che ‘AC ammoth. 


Remains of a mammoth have been 
found near Nottingham. Thev con- 
sist of a tusk five feet in length, and a 
third upper and corresponding lower 
molar. The present find is not so 
* sensational ” as that made three years 
ago. At that time a complete skull was 
discovered, but, owing to the ignorance of 
the workmen, was promptly destroyed. 
only a portion of a tusk being saved from 
his annihilating pickaxe. It is conse- 
quently felt that too much _ publicity 
cannot be given to such discovery, in order 
that, when workmen come upon similar 
finds, they may give them 
enlightened treatment. 

Apparently then, the mammoth once 
flourished in Britain, though he was much 
more prolific in Siberia. So many tusks 
were found of the Elephas Primigqenus 
in the latter country that as early as the 
tenth century. there was quite a 
trade in what was known as “ fossil 
ivory’ in Khiva in Western Asia. In 
the north of Siberia, especially near the 
frozen mouths of rivers, the bodies of 
these extinct mammals have been found in 
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nearly perfect condition. ‘They show not 
only the soft parts, but’ also the long 
hairs that served as a covering in post- 
glacial times. 


Che Watchman’s Rattle. 


‘I have just been shown an itteresting 
old’ watchman’s rattle which is a curious 
relic of Waterford’s ancient civic life. 
Probably no one now living “remembers 
the watchman’s rattle in actual use. It 
resembles the ‘‘ clapper’’ used in some 
churches on Good Friday, but the sound 
is a most disagreeable one—grating and 
nerve-wracking, and quite as loud as any 
modern police whistle. This. particular 
rattle is about ten inches long and three 
and a half inches wide, with a six-inch 
projecting handle. The upper edge bears 
a small mortise hole, which probably con- 
tained a wooden peg or ring, by which 
the rattle was suspended’ from the watch- 
man’s neck. These rattles; I believe, were 
used extensively in the early. nineteenth 
century, and certainly the noise, if two or 
three were used simultaneously, must have 
been enough to awe any would-be breaker 
of the peace. 


Smoking the Germs Awau. 


Kosta 8. Kosta, the five-year-old 
wonder of Southbridge, Mass., of whom 
his father despairs as an_ incurable 
smoker, might have found commendation 
rather than censure nearer home in the 
seventeenth century. During the Great 
Plague orders were given to encourage all 
children to smoke as a safeguard against 
infection, and Tom Rogers, who was at 
Eton at the time, recorded that ‘‘ al] the 
boys of the school were compelled to 
smoak in schole every morning,” and 
that he “was never so whipped in my 
life as one morning for not smoaking.”’ 
The custom seems to have been main- 
tained after the plague had passed; for 
Mission, in 1697, found that “in 
Worcestershire the children are sent to 
school with pipes in their satchels, and 
the school master calls a halt in their 
studies while they all smoke.”’ 


The Quadrantids. 


The Quadrantids, which are the most 
notable meteor shower in January, can be 
seen chiefly on the nights of the 2nd and 
órd. The principal maximum occurs on 
January 3 about 11.30 p.m., but there 
are good preliminary meteoric maxima on 
the preceding night about 8.30 and 10. 
In the absence of moon'ight the circum- 
stances will be favourable for observing 
this shower, whose radiant above the 
north-eastern horizon often furnishes fine 
meteors during the hours before midnight 
on January 4th. There is an _ im- 
portant meteor shower between 9.45 
pm. and midnight, while other 
showers take place on the mornings 
of the 5th and 6th. Other maxima fall 
on January 10th at 5.45 a.m. ; on January 
12th at 8.25 p.m., and about midnight. 
Showers also occur on the 16th and 17th, 
with maxima about 7.30 and 11.30 p.m. 
respectively. On the night of the 27th 
there is another shower with a zood 
second iry maximum at 8.10. 


A Hogmanay Custom. 


Of the many regimental customs of the 
British Army there is, I believe, only one 
which is connected with New Year or the 
Hogmanay festival. This is the age-old 
ceremony of drumming out Father Time 


and the admission of the New Year at the 


barracks of the Seaforth Highlanders. 
Late on the night of December 3lst the 
oldest soldier in the battalion, dressed as 
Father Time, is solemnly drummed out of 
the barracks, and at midnight the youngest 
recruit knocks at the gate and asks for 
the admission of the New Year. When he 
has been challenged by the sentry and the 
counter-sign given he is allowed to enter 
the barracks with afl the ceremony with 
which the Scot traditionally welcomes the 


New Year.

STATION. 


HOW PROGRAMMES WILL 
BE BROADCAST.

Quite a lot has been said and written of 
the new high-power radio station, but as 
nothing has been made known as to the 
manner in which tha programmes will be sent 
out, many people have come to the con- 
clusion that the artistes would be brought 
down to Movdrum, near Athlone, where the 
new station is to be erected, and would broad- 
cast from here. Yesterday I was informed that 
this will.not be so. Athlone will, under the 
new scheme, be to Dublin as Daventry is to 
London. The programmes, as usual, will be 
broadcast from the studio in Dublin and 
transmitted by means of land lines to the 
new station at Athlone, where they will be 
re-transmitted with greater power 

This means that the artistes will take their 
stand before the microphone in the Dublin 
studio and broadcast their programmes, which 
will be carried by land lines to the new and 
more powerful station at Athlone, and from 
there sent out to the rest of the country. 

The new station will have an eighty kilowat 
ariel power (Geneva rating). he contract 
for the erection of the station has been placed 
with the Marconi Co., and the work of erect- 
ing the great steel mast will be begun about 
February. 

The new station will give a much better 
service to the Free State than is at present 
available, and the crystal reception m a great 
many parts of the country will be greatly 
improved.

FEW GOOD PLAYS: THE VACANT ABBEY. 


By OUR THEAIRE CORRESPONDENT. 


theatrical affairs than 1930, but there 

was certainly a much greater variety of 
plays offered. With three theatres, and, for 
a time four theatres, offering a change of 
programme several times each month, there 
never was any reason for theatre goers to 
complain of the varied fare placed before 
them. 

In the future probably the event for which 
the year will be remembered is the tour of 
the Abbey Theatre Company in the United 
States. While everyone in Ireland is proud 
of the success of the company in America, 
and of the praise that is being lavished sú oe 
plays and players, tha fact that the Abbey 
Theatre itself is without a regular company 
during the prolonged period of the American 
tour 1s extremely regrettable. 

When the regular company was absent on 
previous occasions forsuch a prolonged period its 
place was taken by a “second” company, 
which did some very useful work in making 
new viayers known to the public, and in 
giving unusual plays a chance. The work 
which Mr. Nugent Monck did nearly twenty 
years ago is still vividly remembered, and it 
can only be regretted that some similar 
arrangement was impossible this time. There 
are many who would have been glad to see 
Mr. W. G. Fay in charge of a “ second ” 
company at the Abbey for the duration of 
the American tour, and to have presented by 
him a series of the earliest plays of the 
theatre, including those which first brought 
Mr. Yeats into prominence as a dramatist. 


SIX NEW PLAYS AT ABBEY. 


In 1931 the Abbey Theatre presented for 
the first time six new plays, or one more than 
in 1930. Opening the year with Mr. Lennox 
Robinson's adaptation of Sheridan's “ The 
u ' Critic,” which had a 
good reception, be- 
cause of its localisa- 
tion to contemporary 
Dublin, it was fitting 
that Mr. Yeats fhaid 
close it with “ The 
Dreaming of the 
Bones.’ The six 
new plays, however, 
were all the work of 
newer playwrights, 
and only these two 
of the older drama- 
tists figured in the 
productions of the 
year. Synge's 
“ Riders to the Sea ”’ 
was revived after a 
lapse of seven years, and Bernard Shaw's 
“ The Admirable Bashville’’ was produced for 
the first time with every indi¢ation of appre- 
ciation from the audience. 

“The Rune of Healing,’ by Mr. John 
Guinan, whose “' Black Oliver” made such 
a favourable impression a few years ago, was 
so very nearly an excellent play that its 
involved plot may be regretted, but Mr. 
Guinan will probably re-write it for another 
production. There is not much to be said 
In favour of ‘Peter the Liar,” M. 
Leprevost’s heroic effort to write an Irish 
play, or the grim “ Money.” in which Mr. 
Hugh Quinn presented the twisted economics 
cf Belfast slumdom. 


AN OUTSTANDING PLAY.

CARNEGIE HERO FUND. 


TWO IRISH AWARDS, 


Many acts of bravery on land were investi- 
gated by the Carnegie Hero Fund Trustees 
at their meeting at Dunfermline on Tuesday, 
and appropriate awards made.

The Better Market, 


Yesterday the Free State Executive 
Council issued its first Order under the 
‘‘ anti-dumping ” Act of last month. The 
Order is designed to check the dumping of 
foreign bacon, which has become a serious 
menace during recent months to the 
domestic pig trade. It will work on a 
graduated scale. The best foreign bacon— 
that which costs 75s., or more, a hundred- 
weight—will be admitted scot free; bacon 
which costs from 70s. to 75s. a hundred- 
weight will pay a duty of 5s. a hundred- 
weight ; and the tariff will increase by 5s. 
a step as the imported bacon decreases in 
value. Upon the very lowest grades it 
will work with crushing severity ; bacon 
that costs less than 30s. a hundredweight 
will be subject to the completely prohibi- 
tive duty of 50s. a hundredweight. We 
may assume that under this burden the 
cheaper grades of foreign bacon will dis- 
The best 
bacon will continue to make its entry, but 


appear from the Free State. 


all the inferior stuff from Northern and 
Central European countries will cease to 
compete with the product of Irish farms. 
This competition has caused acute distress 
recently among Free State pig-breeders. 
Their markets have been taken from them 
by the ‘‘cut-throat’’ foreign prices, and 
many of them, as we learn, have been 
compelled to slaughter their beasts and 
_to go out of business. It is largely to 
prevent the spread of this distress that 
the Order has been issued. 

The new duties are imposed to meet a 
temporary difficulty, and, in the norma! 
course of events, they would be removed 
when that difficulty had been overcome. 


Some weeks ago, however, the Tariff Com- 
mission was asked to consider the question 
of a permanent duty on imported bacon, 
and it will give a decision in due course. 
If the Commission decides for a permanent 
tariff, the new duties will be superseded. 
On the other hand, we do not believe that 
the Commission will recommend a tariff. 
Two courses are open to the Free State 
It can choose to 
protect its own pig-breeders by means of

to extend their market in Great Britain.

A glance 
at the figures on another page will show 
that of Britain’s total imports of bacon 
Denmark provides 66.56 per cent., the 
Netherlands 9.19 per cent., and Sweden 6 
per cent., while the Free State comes sixth 
on the list with only 3.6 per cent. 
Manifestly, the object of the Free State 
pig-breeders is to capture a far greater 
share of this trade. At present they are 
hindered, not by inability to produce more 
bacon, but by inability to produce it as 
cheaply as Denmark, Holland and 
Sweden. 

It is significant that bacon from the 
Commonwealth is exempt from the new 
duties. Free State and British representa- 
| tives will meet next month to examine the 
possibility of trade agreements between 
their two countries. If Britain agrees to 
give Free State agricultural produce a 
lusty preference, not only the Free State 
pig-breeder, but every producer in the 
twenty-six counties, will be set on his feet 
Let the farmer 
consider for a moment what he would 
gain. When Britain claps a tariff on 
foreign produce she will have thrown her 
food supplies, in effect, upon the mercy of 
the Dominions. If the Dominions 
supply what she needs, the formidable 
Danish farmer will lose his hold upon 
the British market, and at this point 
the Free State farmer, if he is prepared,

On the 10th December 5,349,000 persons 
were unemploved in Germany. The 
number—alreaty a “ record *’-—still rises, 
and is expected to exceed 6,000,000 within 
the next two months. Some 4,000,000 of 
the present total receive unemployment 
insurance benefit or transitional benefit or 
welfare relief; and at least 1,000,000 seem 
to depend wholly on municipal or private 
charity. The Berlin Correspondent of 
The Times says that the organisation of 
the German employment exchanges is 
admirable: “ only one thing is lacking— 
work.” He describes several schemes 
which the Germans, a courageous and 
ingenious people, have devised in this 
extremity. One is the settlement of 
unemployed persons in colonies on the 
outskirts of cities. This scheme is super- 
vised by a Reich Commissioner, who has 
power to seize suitable lands. The mini- 
mum is one hundred houses, of the 
cheapest construction ; and the settlers are 
expected to support themselves by the 
produce of their plots and by the keep- 
ing of chickens, goats and pigs.

Coal and Oil. 


In Lloyd’s Annual Review of Shipping, 
Shipbuilding and Commerce for 1931, 
which is published to-day, the question of 
suitable fuel for the Royal Navy 1s pre- 
sented by experts. Captain Bernard 
Acworth, D.S.0., writes on behalf of coal, 
and Mr. F. E. McMurtrie, A.Inst.N.A., 
upholds oil. Much of the evidence adduced 
in favour of either fuel is highly technical, 
and deals with questions of calorific values, 
but two main arguments seem to emerge. 
Captain Acworth’s chief concern is 
problems of supply. He contends that 
in war time not only can all foreign 
sources be stopped, but even the 
Anglo-Persian oilfields can be put out of 
action by the cutting of their pipe line 
across the desert. During the struggle 
against Germany, although at that time 
the Navy and the mercantile marine pos- 
sessed few oil-burners, the oil reserve fel! 
to a mere three weeks’ supply. Mr. 
McMurtrie’s outlook is wholly tactical. 
He points out that oil offers greater range 
and speed, with more facilities for con- 
venient stowage than coal. Moreover, it 
appears that in a coal-burner an elaborate 
system of water-tight doors becomes neces- 
sary, which in a crisis often cannot be shut 
expeditiously owing to the fact that they 
are liable to become clogged with coal 
dust. Oil, Mr. McMurtrie claims, tends 
also to reduce the human error in stoking. 
His most cogent point, perhaps, is that, 
under the present agreements which limit

The British observer further stated that 
the Japanese were opposing two thousand 
bendits at Tien :Chung-tai, and it was 
alleged that the latter were being 
victualled from Chinchow.

DUMP. 


FOUND IT. 


SCENE AFTER THE 
EXPLOSION. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


i BAGENALSTOWN, Wednesday. 
How the Myshall dump was first dis- 

covered was described to me to-day 
by one of the Bagenalstown Guards. He 
said that Guard Fitzgerald, of Myshall, 
was out shooting rabbits on the mountain- 
side on Monday afternoon, when he came 
across a large tin box concealed in a 
ditch. He was immediately convinced 
that he had discovered a dimp of first- 
rate in srónmvghr Superintendent O'Brien, 
Bagenalstown, was hastily summoned, 
and, after a few preliminary investiga- 
tions, he decided that it was safer to have 
expert military opinion before tampering 
with the find. Four Guards were detailed 
to guard the dump during the night. A 
fire was not permitted, and so, on -the 
bleak mountain-side, with snow falling 
heavily all around them, they carried out 
their lonely vigil. Morning brought relief 
in the shape of a lorry of police and 
soldiers, who decided that the safest 
course to adopt was to blow up the dump 
in its entirety. 


AFTER THE EXPLOSION. 


When I visited the scene yesterday even- 
ing, the place was strewn with pieces of 
zinc, nuts like the caps of bombs, and a 
number of wires of various sizes. The 
site of the dump was on the steepest part 
of the Scratoe Mountain, fally half a mile 
from the nearest dwelling, and in a place 
little resorted to. The farmer who 
escorted me to the place assured me that 
the dump was a survival of the 1921-22 
trouble, and that it would be almost im- 
possible for anyone to have recourse to the 
site for any lengthy period without his 
knowledge. Although out late and early 
with his sheep flocks, he never saw any- 
thing to cause suspicion near where the 
dump was found. 


VALUABLE CLUES. 

The Guards attach considerable im- 
portance to the finding of the dump, and 
it is stated that valuable clues have been 
found, which will enable other miniature 
arsenals in the district to be located. No 
arrests have so far been made. 

The entire dump was contained in a 
large tin box, something similar, as far as 
I could gather, to a tub used for dipping 
sheep. Comparison with the dump found 
in the Kilakee Mountain is entirely un 
warranted.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :—The British Government have lost 
no time in preparing the way for the 
Diplomatic Conference which is to follow 
the Basle report on the financial condition 
of Germany. The suggestion has been 
made to the Powers concerned that 
Lausanne would be a convenient meeting 
place, and January 18th an appropriate 
date, though it is possible, owing to the 
wishes of the French Government, that the 
Conference will not meet before January 
20th. Meanwhile, it is satisfactory to 
note that the report has, on the whole, 
been accorded a favourable reception not 
only in this country, but also on the other 
side of the Channel. 

The report of the Advisory Committee, 
though it makes no definite recommenda- 
tions, adds The Times, leaves very little

In addition 
to the three committees recently ap- 
pointed, the Association advocated the 
establishment of Provincial Advisory 
Committees to seek these solutions for 
formulation into provincial agreements 
which would be satisfactory to a sub- 
stantial majority of the communities re- 
presented. 


FEDERATION BY CONSENT. 

Autonomy would then be conferred on 
the Provinces who had succeeded in reach- 
ing such an agreement, while those Pro- 
vinces unable to find a solution after an 
adequate period should have a settlement 
imposed by Statute. 

Since Federation would be impracticable 
if composed partly of consenting and 
partly of non-consenting members, Fede- 
ration must be delayed until all the 
States were ready to consent, or, pre- 
ferably, a Federation might be estab- 
lished including only consenting Pro- 
vinces, while the necessary machinery 
could be devised to deal with non-consent- 
ing Provinces until they voluntarily 
reached an agreement, and thus became 
eligible for Federation. Mr. Villiers em- 
phasised, however, that Provincial 
autonomy must be given an adequate 
trial . before Federal autonomy was 
granted, and that there could be no ad- 
vance in self-government where there was 
organised disobedience to the law.

POST OFFICE. 


SUSPECTED ANTI-FASCIST 
OUTRAGE.

EASTON (PENN.), Wednesday. 


One Post Office official was killed and 
four others injured, two of them seriouslr, 
when two postal packages exploded here 
to-day. 

The two packets were among a batch of 
addressed to the Italian Consul-

and other foreign papers in New York. 

Thev were left at the Post Office by two 
men. who were seen to depart hurriedly. 

The officials, becoming suspicious, started 
to examine the parcels, when suddenly one 
of them exploded, killing one of the Berks 
and blowing off the arms of another who 
was standing near. 

The second parce! exploded while it 
was being examined in the open air by 
a dynamite expert, who was seriously 
injured.

Dublin traders associated with the bacon-producing and butter trades 
expressed themselves yesterday in favour’ of a preferénce for Free State 
products on the British market rather than a tariff on imports of these 
articles to the Irish Free State. 


RAN Islenders, Many of whom have 
never seen a film, will be given 
‘star’ parts in a new talking picturé 
which is to be made amidst their native 
surroundings early in the new year and 
released by a British film company. 
Mr. Robert J, O'Flaherty, a representa- 
tive of the Gainsborough Con@any, will 
‘arrive on Inishmere, tne largest oí the 
three Aran Islands, to-day, to prebare for 
the ‘‘ shooting ’’ under his supervision of 
a dramati¢ film dealing entirely with life 
on. the islands, the scenario for which will 
afterwards be Written by somé well-Known 
Irish writer, who is as yet unselected. 
Mr. O'Flaherty is accompaniéd by his 
wife and one assistant, and with them he 
intends, for the purpose of the film, to live 
for the next ten or twelve months on the 
island. 


A COMPLETE STUDIO. 


He is taking with him reedrtding and 
projecting apparatus and a. complete 
laboratory, and in A few months all the 
activities of a film studio will be in full 
swing. As they are taken and developed, 
the different scenes will: be shown to 
members of the cast, as well, perhaps, as 
films of a somewhat similar nature which 
have been made. by Mr, O'Flaherty “in 
other parts of the world. 

Several such films have been made by

BORN IN AMERICA, 


Although of American birth, Mr. 
O'Flaherty, as his name suggests, is of 
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Irish bacon enjoyed a price preference on 
the London market because of its excellent 
quality and the relative smallness of the 
supply. “If we were to get a special 
preference and started doing a _ bigger 
volume of trade with Great Britain, we 
would not be able to maintain the present 
margin over Danish in the matter of 
price. On the London market to-day the 
top price of lean sizeable Irish bacon 
ranges from 64s. to 608. per cwt., while 
the lowest price for fat stout sides of 
bacon is 54s. Top price for No. 1 sizeable. 
Danish is 48s. per ewt. and of similar 
Canadian produce 46s. although the 
supply of the latter is only nominal. 

'“ Poland,'” he said, ‘has been getting 
extremely low prices for bacon during the 
last six months. As well as getting low 
market prices, that ‘country, has also 
suffered on the rate of exchange siner 
Britain went off the gold staridard. She 
still continued to ship her bacon to the 
English market, because apparently she 
had no other market. Shipments of Dutet 
bacon, on the other hand, have dropped 
considerably, probably because they have 
found another market. 


“A WONDERFUL BENEFIT.” 


“Canadian shipments last year were 
small, and were principally hams, since 
Canadian bacon was badly hit by con- 
tinental imports. 

“If a preference were granted to 
countries within the British _Common- 
wealth of Nations, the Irish Free State 
and Canada would be the first to benefit. 
Australia does not produce the right kind 
of bacon for the British market, and New 
Zealand has not yet got the right stamp 
of pig. 

‘It would be unwise for Irish farmers 
to kill off their sows at present because, 
apart from the question of preference, 


the Irish Free State is done with the 
United Kingdom,’’ said Mr. Peters. “The 
United Kingdom takes 96 per cent. cf 
what the Irish Free State sells to the 
world, and is, in turn, the source of #2 
per cent. of what the Irish Free State 
huys from the world. a 

“'Phe question of the development of 
trade interchange is one which intimately 
affects both countries; the more one looks 
into the matter, the clearer that fact 
emerzes. 

‘There is no element of one-sidedness 
about the trade. True it is that sales of Irish 
Free State goods to the United Kingdom 
constantly exceed in value the purchases 
of United Kingdom goods by the Irish 
Free State; but this excess is in general 
available for purchases in the United 
Kingdom of goods which the United Kinz- 
dom does not produce or has so far been 
unable to make at coinpetitive prices.

| A TARIFF.

The failure of a woman doctor to attend 
an inquest at Boreham Wood, Herts, last 
night, led to the Deputy Coroner for Wat- 
ford, Mr. 8S. P. Thomson, «escribing her 
action as gross contempt of court. She was 
Dr. Laura Sanders Bliss, and the inquest 
was on Nathan Israel] (59), a film artist, of 
Southfield Buildings, Calvert avenue, Shore- 
ditch, who collapsed and died outside the 
casting-room of the British International Pic- 
ture Studious, at Elstree, on Monday, when 
seeking employment. 

The doctor’s husband, a medical student. 
arrived twenty minutes after the inquest 
should have commenced, and apologised for 
his wife’s absence, adding that she hed gone 
to Liverpool to see her solicitor, who was 
sailing for America. She had given him a 
letter setting out all the details. 

The Coroner said that this was no nse 
whatever. The doctor must attend personally 
and give evidence in public. 

A soa of the dead man said the funeral 
was fixed for to-day, as Friday was the be- 
ginning of the Sabbath, and according to the 
Jewish religion the father could not be buried 
on the Friday or Saturday. 

The Coroner decided to hear all the evidence 
before adjourning to hear the doctor's evid- 
ence, and at the conclusion he said to the 
husband : “TI wish the doctor to understand 
that it 1s gross contempt of court to he 
absent after being personally warned by a 
constable.

REFUND OF RELIEF TO 
BE FOREGONE. 


A single woman, who had been getting 
outdoor relief since the 26th of last October, 
had, it was reported by Mr. J. J. Healy, 
supervisor, at the weekly meeting of the 
Dublin Committee of Public Assistance 
vesterday, received a share of a sweepstake 
prize amounting to £66. 

The woman, it was stated, was a chronic 
invalid, without any income, and was solely 
dependent on friends. She was seeking 
admission to the Hospital for Incurables, 
Donnybrook, and in the circumstances the 
supervisor suggested that a refund of the 
outdoor relief—£4—which had been paid to 
her, should not be asked from her. 

The Committee approved the suggestion. 

It was reported that the number of cases 
of outdoor relief at the end of the week 
was 7,636, cosling £4,202 13s. 6d., this being 
a decrease of 40 cases compared with the 
number of cases in the previous week, and 
a decrease of £30 15s. 6d. in the cost: but 
an increase of 1,128 cases compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, at an addi- 
tional cost of £745 5s. 

A letter was received from Mr. D. J. 
O'Neill, of Keogh square, Inchicore, who, 
writing on behalf of unemployed persons 
receiving outdoor relief in the areas of Inchi 
core, New Kilmainham, Usher’s Quay and 
Wood Quay Wards, Ringsend, and North 
Strand, submitted the name of Miss 8. ©. 
Harrison for co-option as a member of the 
Board in place of the late Mrs. Byrne. 
stating that he felt sure that Miss Harrison 
would be helpful to the Board on account cf 
her keen interest in, and widespread experi 
ence of, the destitute poor of the city. 

The letter was noted. 

The Rev. G. T. C. Clements, Presbyterian 
chaplain, wrote resigning his position as 
such, he having accepted a call to County 
Derry. The resignation was accepted with 
regret, accompanied with an expression of 
good-wish to Mr. Clements im ms new 
sphere.

CUT OFF BY RISING TIDE. 


While recovering the body of a man washed 
up by the sea at Fortobello West, Peace- 
haven, Sussex, yesterday. two policemen were 
cut off by the tide.
